. WEATHER SIGNS. - 


Some Rules That Help In Reading the 
Clouds and Winds. 
The following formula of weather 
Bigns was adopted by the Farmers’ 
club of tbe American institute some 
years ago, and it has been found to 
give satisfaction: 
When the temperature falls suddenly 
there is a storm forming south of. you. 
When the temperature rises suddenly 
there is a storm forming north of you. 
The wind always blows from a region 
of fair weather toward a point where 
a storm is forming. 
Cirrus clouds always move from a re- 
gton where a storm ts in progress to 
one of fair weather. Cumulus: clouds | 
always come from a regivun where a 
storm js forming. When cirrus clouds} 
are moving rapidly from the north or 
northeast, no matter how cold it Is, 
there will be rain within twenty-four 
hours. When cirrus clouds are moving 
fapidly from south or southeast there 
will be a bailstorm on the morrow, if 
it be in summer, and if it*be in the 
Wiuler there will be snow; 
‘Yhe wind always blows. about ‘a 
sare in a circle: “\When it. blows from 
‘Dorth the heaviest rain is east of 
you. If it blows from the south the 
heaviest ratfis west of you. If it 
blows from the east the heaviest rain 
is sopth.. The wind never blows_eren 
moderately unless rain or.snow Is fall- 
ing within a radius of 1,000 miles. 
Whenever heavy white frost occurs 
a storm is forming within 1,000 miles 
north or northwest of you.—Christian 
Herald Almanac,

JUICE OF THE” POPPY. 


The Flowers Are Lanced to Obtain the 
Crude Dpium. 

It is probable that few’ owners of 
flower beds are aware that the pop- 
ples they cultivate purely for ornament 
will, if treated correctly, produce -opt- 
um. When the flower petals have fall- 


en, leaving the seed capsule bare, there 
Jill exide,{f an incision is:made in 


that body, a a sticky juice. ‘his juice 
is opium. It varies in certain chemical 
qualities according: to the country 
wherein It is cultivated and the vart- 
ety of plant wherefrom it is produced. 
_ Although the poppy will grow in al- 
most any climate, it is in the east it 
is most successfully cultivated, When 
the land has been plowed and harrow- 
ed the poppy seed is sown, about six 
pounds of seed being sufficient for 
one-third of an acre. Just as s60n as 
it begins to germinate, about a week 


after sowing in certain localities, the | 


land is divided by furrows into | 
tangular. beds about eight feet inJength 
by four in breadth. ‘These channels 


‘are employed for irrigation, as the 


plants need frequent watering,.some- 
times even until the time of maturity. 
About two months and a half after 
germination the flower appears, and its 
four petals are gently removed on the 
third day after their expansion, to be 
pasted together with the leaves des- 
tinedto form the outer shell of the 
oplum cake. Then after about eight 
or ten days the capsules are lanced—at 
night—and the juice which has exud- 
ed -from-the incisions is scraped-off in 
the morning--with a small scoop and 
transferred to 4 metal or earthen ves- 
sel. This process is repeated three or 
four times at intervals of two or three 
days, the result being pure opium. 
The flower petals, the plant leaves and 
the stalks bave also a considerable 
value for packing purposes. The thick- 
er portions of thé stalk are used by 


natives fort firewood. 


' The crude opium having been gath- 
ered, it is stored by the cultivator and 
carefully watched and exgmined from 
time to sime in order that no mold or 
taint may attack it. Finally the oplum 
{s made into cakes, dried, packed in 
boxes and removed to market for sale.
